Women physicians have estab­ 
lished themselves all over Russia and 
have achieved a respected position.

are entitled to 1 pension. 
They oc­ 
cupy positions as county physicians, 
school physicians, physicians for the 
poor and the municipal ambulance 
system, etc.

W ashington, Aug. 27.--Russia, Ger­ 
many and Japan have not declared war 
uI mn China, either aeparately or in con­ 
cert. 
This statem ent is made upon au­ 
thority of the highest character. 
W hat these nations may do is a ques­ 
tion w hich no one U W ashington is 
prepared to answer. 
A dispatch from Che Foo conveying a 
rum or current there th at Russia, Ger­ 
many and Ja|>au had joined in a d e v i­ 
ation of w ar upon China is not seriously 
taken in either official or diplomatic cir­ 
cles. 
From no official source has tho war 
departm ent learned of the departure of 
40 Americans from Pekin for Tien Tsin, 
as reported in a special dispatch to a 
London newspai»or. 
Advices from General Chaffee are ex, 
pected hourly, as the m ilitary telegraph 
line between Tien Tsin aud Pekin,which 
has tmm interrupted, presumably is 
being or has been repaired. 
Im perative 
instructions were scut Saturday to the 
com man der of the United States forces 
at Tieu Tsin to have the line restored at 
once under the protection of a cavalry 
detachment. 
A suspicion exists here that the delay 
in messages both from and to W ashing­ 
ton is rather between Che© Foo and 
Shanghai than between Tieu Tsin and 
Pekin. 
From Che Foo to Shanghai the 
telegraph line is in control of the Chi­ 
nese authorities and it is suspected they 
art' not so prompt in the transm ission of 
messages as they m ight be. 
A dispatch received at the Japanese 
legation from the foreign office of Jnpau 
conveys tho latest and most authentic 
information of the situation in atjjf 
around Pekin. 
In a measure the ad­ 
vices wt re of a disquieting nature, as 
they indicated that the Chinese hadj 
rallied their forces aud were p r e y in g j 
for an attack upon the allied forces in 
Pekin. 
If it should prove that 
the al­ 
lied forces were besieged in Pekin, it 
would aeronat for the lack of advices 
from General Chaffee. 
W hile the news of a possible rear a t­ 
tack upon the comparatively small force 
of allies was not received w ith surprise, 
it was generally not regarded as serious 
as the foreign forces are believed to bt' 
abundantly able to take care of them ­ 
selves against any force of Chinese likely 
to be sent against them. 


LANDING 
MARINES. 


T he .lap s T ake 
A d van tage o f th o 
I n ­ 
stru ctio n of T liolr T em p le. 
New York. Aug. 27.—A dispatch to 
the Journal from Amoy, China, says 
the Japanese have been lauding marines 
for three days, not only w ithout provo­ 
cation, but against the protest of the 
consuls. 
The accidental distraction of 
the Japanese temple by fire is the al­ 
leged excuse for the act, but Amoy offi­ 
cials have proved their ability to pre­ 
serve perfect order. 
Excitement is in­ 
tense and thousands of civilians are 
leaving the city. 
Officials w ith scores of m erchants vis­ 
ited the American consulate pleading 
w ith the consul to intercede for the 
w ithdraw al of the marines, otherwise 
they declare it will be impossible to pre­ 
serve order. 
The landing of m arines by 
the Japanese breaks an agreem ent of 
the powers w ith the viceroys. 


T he Itep ort K xploded. 
London, Aug. 27.—There is absolutely 
no truth in the dispatches from Che Foe 
of Aug. 24 saying it was rum ored there 
“on good authority” th at Bassia, G er­ 
many and Japan had declared war on 
China and “ invited G reat B ritain ami 
the United States to retire from that 
country. ” 
Inquiries made at St. Peters­ 
burg, Berlin aud Tokio show the report 
is rejected at those capitals as “ u n ­ 
worthy of notice.” 


XVIII T ake A w ay W om en. 
Rome, Aug. 27.—A dispatch received 
here from Taku. under date of S atur­ 
day, confirms the previous report th at a 
convoy is being formed at Pekin to con­ 
duct the women and children to Tien 
Tsin. 


K low n O pen W ith D ynam ite. 
Fort Smith, Ark., Aug. 27.—The sup­ 
ply store of the Kansas aud Texas Coal 
company at H untington was broken 
into Saturday night and the safe blown 
open w ith dynamite. 
The money loss 
was small, but the safe was destroyed 
and considerable damage done by the 
explosion. 
A wind and rain storm was 
raging and the explosion did not attract 
attention. 


K illed by a I.ive W ire. 
Fort Smith, Ark., Aug. 27.—Brooks 
McManus, a newspaper carrier, aged 18, 
was killed here by a live wire. 
He was 
on horseback and both the boy and horse 
were killed instantly.

A I*reacher Day* Thajr Heat up th# Wa*

New York, Aug. 27.—Rev. W illiam 
D. Brooks, colored , pastor of the St. 
Marks Methodist 
Episcopal 
church, 
preached a sermon before a large con­ 
gregation Sunday night on “ The Story 
of the New York R iot." 
During the 
sermon the feelings of the congregation 
were at fever heat, and despite the pas­ 
to r’s frequent admonitions to be calm, 
his hearers twice interrupted the sermon 
w ith vigorous applause. 
He said: 
“I have been visiting the riot victims 
and m aking an investigation. 
I have a 
book of facts. 
W hat I say here may 
send me before the courts, p*>«sibly to 
jail. 
In making the following charge* 
against the police, I iqvite Investigation: 
“ Innocent, men were cruelly assault­ 
ed. 
“ The clubbing in m*nrly every cast 
was done by tin? police. 
“ We have not found a single tough 
character among the victim s m al teated, 
but honest, hard working persons. 
“ Respectable and 
helpless 
women 
who appealed to the police for protec­ 
tion were cursed and threatened foi 
their petition. 
“ Men and women prisoners 
were 
beaten fey the pollee while getting in and 
oat of the patrol wagon ami while on 
the way to tho police stations. 
“ Men were beaten in the 
station 
houses. 
“ Men and women w ere taken from 
their ls»ds in a nude condition by th*! 
police.” 


(explosion I’r e v c n le l. 
Albuquerque, N. M., Aug. 27. —A rocs 
against the spreading of a fire occurred 
on the Santa Pacific railroad. About fiv* 
miles south of this city Conductor Mo- 
Clurken, of extra freight No. 148, com­ 
ing north, discovered a t*>xear w ith 
merchandise on fire. Tile two cars ahead 
were Oiltonk oars, while the ears direct­ 
ly in the rear contained a big invoice *>1 
explosive material.
